STANDING ASIDE 


Premier Bracken drew aside the cur- 
tain long enough to announce that the 
Dominion Government has rejected the 
proposal of the prairie provincial govern- 
ments that a national wheat board be 
created to handle the present season’s 
crop. He added that the federal Ministers 
favor the establishment of an inter- pro- 
vincial body, functioning of course under 
the authority and upon the responsibility 
of the provinces. 

The news was given out on the eve 
of the conference at Regina, and may be 
taken as an intimation that the Dominion 
joes not intend to undertake the market- 
ng of the wheat crop. The quite plain 
nference is that if the pools want any 
guarantee of their operations they had 
better look to the provinces for it. 

That will be as disappointing to the 
taxpayers of the prairie provinces as to 
the pool directors. The provinces have 
thus far given these organizations all the 
backing they have needed or have got 
from any quarter, and are responsible for 
the losses thus far encountered. As the 
western wheat crop is recognized to be 
one of the biggest factors in shaping 
the business conditions of the whole 
Dominion, the national government and 
parliament ought to take some more effec- 
tive interest in the matter than simply 
extending good wishes for the successful 
marketing of the crop under the auspices 
of three of the provincial governments. 


THE INITIAL PRICE 


The Alberta pool has decided that 30 
cents per bushel for No. 1 Northern, basis 
Vancouver, is to be the initial payment on 
pooled wheat of the 1931 crop. That is 
the lowest figure ever set. by any of the 
pools. But that it could safely be made 
higher is not apparent, with the market 
in its present condition. » 

Thirty cents for No. 1 Northern at 
Vancouver means about 10 cents at 
Edmonton for No. 3 wheat. Threshing 
ordinarily costs from eight to ten cents 
per bushel. 

It would seem likely that not much 
grain will be voluntarily pooled at that 
initial price, and that the amount handled 
on the pooling plan will depend upon the 
extent to which contracts can be and are 
enforced against pool members. Thirty 
cents base price will leave the grower 
out the bulk of his production costs. 
Estimates have been made that it costs 
on the average at least twice that sum to 
raise wheat and deliver it. The farmers 
cannot stay in business on those terms. 

While no announcement to that effect 
has yet been made, it is increasingly 
probable that the Alberta pool will have 
to follow the lead of the Manitoba pool, 
and buy the member's grain outright 
when he prefers to sell at once. The 
majority of growers will undoubtedly need 
the whole proceeds of their crop this year 
when it is delivered. Should the pool 
refuse to buy, the pool-member so situated 
would be under terrific pressure to break 
his contract and sell elsewhere. 


A GREAT STOCK SHOW 

If anyone in Edmonton has been skepti- 
cal about the revival of the stock industry 
on the farms of this district, or about the 
place the district occupies as a recogrized 
stock country, he should make a trip 

» through the stables and pens at the fair 
grounds, 

The cattle exhibit is particularly 
notable. It is by all odds the largest ever 
seen here, and among the animals are 
prize-winners from both ends of the 
Dominion, Hogs and sheep are up to the 
average in numbers and breeds, and the 
horse stables show that the tractor has 
still some travelling to do before it chases 
the pioneer puller off the farm. 

In the cattle classes there are herds 
from British Columbia on the west and 
from as far as New Brunswick on the east. 
That demonstrates the nation-wide fame 
this part of Alberta has gained as a stock 
country. It indicates also an understand- 
ing among breeders that the farmers in 
this territory are turning again to stock- 
growing more generally than in recent 
years, and that in the re-building of that 
branch of the industry they are demanding 
the best of breeding stock 

This is a department of the fair in 
which Edmonton people should be par- 
ticularly interested. Unless stock is grown 
upon the farms of this district the city’s 
packing plants would have to close, its

dairies could be nothing more than local 
enterprises, and business conditions would 
lack the stability that can only be given 
to them by the balanced development of all 
branches of farmihg and farm production. 


TAYING THE MENACE 
President Hoover evidently came to 
the rescue of Germany in the nick of 
time. The closing of all German banks 
by order of the Government shows how 
close that country was to the brink of a 
general collapse when Washington eased 
the situation by proposing and securing 
an all-round moratorium on inter-govern- 
ment obligations arising out of the war. 
The crash of Germany’s economic 
structure would be a calamity to Europe, 
worse than anything it has encountered 


. 


since the storm burst upon it in 1914, 
But an economic crash was the least 
menacing possibility in prospect. That 


would almost certainly have been followed 
by a revolution that would have reduced 
the country to political chaos, to emerge 
under a fascist dictatorship or a com- 
munist dictatorship. 

dither of these would mean the end 
of reparations—or a new war—or both, 
The permanent stoppage of reparations 
payments would throw the finances of 
France into hopeless confusion, cripple 
Britain, and in the end involve the writing 
off by the United States of most of the 
war debts due to it. 

The moratorium is not a certificate of 
forgiveness of reparations or war debts. 
But it provides a breathing space, in which 
all the countries involved may employ 
their time and resources in bettering their 
economic conditions and thus get in 
position to pay. If it only stays the 
menace of Germany going the way of 
Italy or Russia, that is a gain of immeas- 
ureable value, and of very direct and 
particular value to France.

There is no such magic 
stream, In some sense it is useful to 
speak of will; but back of the usage 
should be a definite notion of what 
facts and relations the word repre- 
sents. “Where there's a will, there's 
a way” is not a useful guide, because 
there are as many wills as ways, and

The problem is how ideas get their 
motive power; and even that state 
ment is misleading, in that ideas do 


not act alone. Just analyze what 
makes you get up in the morning 
when you fee] like lingering. Once 


twice, three times, you decide to get 


up; it is getting later each time; your | 
| decision yields to your fatigue; at last

clothes and you are on your feet 
next morning it may be wholly dif- 
ferent. 

If every action of your, day’s pro-

Flight of Mohammed, July 16th, 622 

July 16th, 622, is the day from 
which the votaries of Mohammed date 
their era, To the average man it 
appears a date of little significance; 
yet it was on the cards that this hur- 
ried flight of a fugitive Easterner from 
his fellows in far off Arabia might 
have dated the inception of a move- 
ment that might easily have changed 
the whole course of Western civiliza- 
tion, The Christian Church in Europe 
was struggling to cast its civilizing 
influence into the dark places of 
Western Ife when Mohammed arose 
in Arabia with a new doctrine. His 
reception was such that he was forced 
to fly with a handful of followers by 
by-paths to Medina, This persecu- 
tion appears to have had its effect 
“Hitherto, says history “Islam had 
been a religion of peace and love, and 
Mohammed had inoculated no precept 
as he had that of gentleness in word 
and deed. But now that he found 


himself at the head of a submissive 
| host of followers, and in a position to 


oppose his enemies by force of arms, 
|he declared the struggle against the 
| infidel, the spread of his doctrines by 
| fire and sword, to be the sacred duty 
of all Moslems, a precept which gave 
| Islam an aggressive direction and had

WHOOPING COUGH 


The first symptoms of whooping 
cough are very much like a cold and 
for this reason mothers often do not 
know that a child ts affected with 
whooping cough until the first defin- 
ite whooping begins, It is during the 
first or catarrhal stage that the child 
most easily infects others with the 
whooping cough, and for this reason 
if your child develops what seems to 
be a cold accompanied by severe 
coughing, if you know that whooping 
cough jis in the neighborhood, the 
best plan is to keep the child away 
from others until a sufficient time 
has elapsed so you can be sure that 
it is only a cough, and that he ha 
not contracted real whooping cough 

This disease is usually carried from 
one child to another by direct contact 
although it may be conveyed by the 
hands, toys and clothing. The germs 
are discharged into the air from the 
nose during a coughing spell by 4 
child who has whooping cough, and 
any other who breathes such germs is 
liable to contract the disease. 

Whooping cough in many ways 1s 
one of the most severe and trouble- 
some diseases which the rmother has 
to nurse, The difficulty in, coughing 
often causes the child to vomit, which 
is exctedingly distressing to the 
mother as well as to the child. Whoop- 
ing cough spells are most severe at 
night and interrupt the sleep 

A child with whooping cough should 
be kept away from other children for 
at least four or five weeks. Although 
an occasional whoop may linger on 
after this time, there is not much 
likelihood of the child infecting others 

After much experience, T have found 
the child progresses better if he is 
allowed the sun and fresh air. Once 
the infective period is over the child 
should be encouraged to play quietly 
in the fresh air. Much exertion is 
likely to start) another paroxysm of 
coughing. Although the whoop is 
difficult to describe, I am sure that 


| once you have heard it, you will always 


be able to recognize it instantly 

During the coughing spell the child 
may turn blue in the face and seem 
strangulation These 
coughing spells usually follow one an- 
other until a quantity of tenancious 
mucus is ejected, after which there is 
a period of relief.

Through this 
restricted diet the whooping cough 
hardly ever develops into its more 
serious forms. Once the whoop ha 
already been definitely started it can- 
not be stopped in a day or two, but 
must continue until the disease runs

It would be @ good idea for 
you to saturate a piece of absorbent 
cotton in skin tonie or an astringent 
Pat this on the skin thoroughly and 
allow it to dry before applying the 
foundation cream. 

(2) By building up vigorous health 
through outdoor exercises, correct diet 
and sufficient sleep. Stimulate the 
skin by applying hot and cold water 
alternately when rinsing. Finally rub 
with a piece of ice, first. protecting the 
skin with a coating of cold . cream 
| or else wrapping the ice in a piece of 
| soft, old linen. 

(3) Apply cold cream in a ring 
around the werts and then touch 
them with glacial acetic acid. A 
toothpick with a wisp of cotten wound 
around the tip makes a handy appli- 
cator to dip in the acid. This treat- 
ment may be given two or three times 
a week, care being taken not to touch 
the normal skin with the acid.
